More Than 1000 Killed 


in Turko-Italian Battle 


BENGHAZI1. Tri'po-li, March 
13.-— 


More than 1000 Arabs were killed and 
another 1000 wounded in the stlffest 
encounter of the Turko-Jtallan war, 
according to Italian advices, when the 
Italians stormed am* .occupied yes- 
terday two base's northeast nf Fojat, 
which were strongly entrenched and 
held by a large force of Arabs. 


The Arabt defended their petition* 


with the utmost bravery, but finally 
wore routed by the Italian troops at 
the point of the bnyonet. Over 400 
Arab corpses were left on th'e battle- 
field, and the Italian officers report 
than an enormous number were car- 
ried off. by the retreating enomy. The 
loss of the Italian trodps is given as 
3 officers. 
25 soldiers killed, while 
they also had 7 officer* and 55 sol- 
diers wounded*.

I supposed, 
was expected to have an exercising 
«ffect upon me. 


"I learned that they thought I was 
the ghost of another Captalii Bart- 
lett, a rifle expert formerly connected 
with a powar company who died sev- 
eral months ago in Los Angeles. 
It 
seemed that white men had read in 
the papers of'.the rifle, expert's death, 
and. thinking'ilt was I, had' told the 
Indians I was dead. , 


"TVheii night came- the guard about 


Jny thuVrftlaxed its vigilance, the war- 
riors, rested from their religious dance 
and I managed to creep out of my 
prison and escape. Reaching white 
men whom I knew, I told them to see 
the Indians, and correct their mis- 
taken belief about my death so that 
if my work should take me again in- 
to th.eir district, they would not again 
molest me."

'5PEIIKS ON TUXES 


Declares Law Stops Dodging; 


Transfer Raises' List by 


$150,000,000.

fessor Carl C Plehn, secretary of the 
State 
Tax 
Commission and professor 


of finance at the University of California, 
deliovere'J the weekly address before tho 
League of tho Republic yesterday after- 
noon 'on "Taxation in California," con- 
fining his remarks largely to' the In- 
crease of common franchise 
taxation 


from a basis of 120,000,000 to $170,000,- 
000 last year. 


Tho ^peaker showed that, tho new sys- 


tem or slate taxation recently adopted 
In this state Introduced no new prin- 
ciples In regard to tho taxation of fran- 
chises. It simply transferred all the rev- 
enues from this source to tho state, In- 
stead Of dividing them hptwpcn the itatf, 
the counties, and the cities'as had been 
done before. 
By placing the adminis- 


tration of these taxes In the hands of 
the stale tha new system made these 
taxes effective, whereas they had been 
largely effective before. 


Franchises 
-were 
defined as taxable 


property by the constitution 
of 1879. 


Prior to tho adoption of the new system 
of state taxation the only franchises ef- 
fectively taxed were those of tho large 
•public service corporations. 
These are 


now taxed 
by the state by means of 


assessments In' proportion to tho gross 
receipts. But heretofore all other cor— 
poratlons have been able to evnde the 
tax on their franchises by the simple 
devise of moving Hifir "prlnrlpl/- niirv 
of business." 
This evasion Is now Im- 


possible, AS the mere doing of business 
within this state whether by a domestic 
or a foreign corporation Is taxable as 
a franchise. 


The result has been that whereas In 


the past not over J20.000.000 worth of 
common franchises have ever been taxed, 
last year 1170,000,000 worth paid their 
just dues to the state.

Assistant Superintendent of 


Schools Cox Says It 


Isn't Mew. 


At the request of Miss Annie Florence 


Brown, «. school director, Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Schools E. Morris Cox 
has prepared tho following article which 
explains the proposed intermediate school 
system. 


"On January 23th of this year the City 


Superintendent of Schools called the at- 
tention of the Bourd of Education to 
the importance of the so-called Interme- 
diate high school and lecommended that 
the board investigate the 
matter and 
urged the establishment of such schools, 
" On February 1 the elementary schools 
committee recommended' 'Your commit- 
tee on elementary schools has carefully 
considered the re-organization of 
the 
schools of the cl'y so as to include what, 
for tho sake of a better term, may be 
called the intermediate higU school. Tour 
committee finds, upon investigation, that 
this is no new departure. There are now, 
In the State of Califoima, two cities or- 
ganized ou this plan, and in the United 
States at least ^4. If ever the scnools 
of the city a^e to b? 
organized, now, 
while so many school buildings are in 
course of construction, Is* the time. 
" 'Your committee would 
recommend 
that the Board of Education hereby es- 
tablish what is known as intermediate 
high schools, these schools 10 accommo- 
date pupils of the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades, and that this go into effect 
as soon as school accommodations can 
be provided.' 
"The report was unanimously adopted 
by the Board of Education. 


NOT NEW THING. 


"As above stated by the committee 
the intermediate school is not new. For 
many 5'ears educational leaders 
haVe 
maintained that our present arrangement 
of grades Is not a good on'e. A gradual 
readjustment of grades has come about 
in the last 30 years whereby the high 
schools have advanced standards about 
two years and the elementary schools 
have taken these two years and filled 
them with elementary subjects. 
In No- 
vember, 
1&09, Berkeley undertook the 
re-arrangement of grades so as to es- 
tablish the • intermediate 
school. 
This 
was the first step taken in California- 
Los Angeles has- since adopted the plan. 
Several smaller cities 
had. previously 
and have since adopted plans similar in 
nature, such as 
placing 
seventh 
and 
eighth grades in high school buildings 
and conducting some or all of the work 
in a. manner similar tb high school meth- 
ods or consolidating grammar grades so 
as to best use a'departmental system of 
teaching with some election in the course 
of study. 
These plans are in no wise 
new either in California or 
elsewhere. 
Such plans have universally met with 
approval. 
"It is in the first six years of school 
nork that the pupils learn how to read, 
how to write, how to perform the funda- 
mental operations in arithmetic, how to 
spell the common words of every day 
life, how to uso the English language 
both orally and In writing. Along with 
this cOmes some little knowledge of the 
world about them and of human accom- 
plishments. 


"But, beginning with the 
seventh 
grade, we have a more extended field 
of knowledge in physical and commercial 
geography, in the history of our own, 
and other countries, in literature from 
the reading of the best literary produc- 
tions, in. the study of our city, State and 
national government, In hygiene* and san- 
itation, 'In the beginnings 'of industrial 
training and home economics and there 
should be offered In these grades to those 
who. desire It, an opportunity to begin 
the study of foreign languages. 


"The beginnings of" adolescent period 
about coincide with the beginning of 
the seventh year in school. -The problem, 
of discipline Undergoes • 'a 
Very 
great- 
change at this period.- Those who have 
had experience in-schools of both types 
agree that a separation is desirable and 
In this the psychologists concur. 
"Because of the nature of the work in 
these intermediate grades, a 
different' 
system of teaching from that In vogue 
in the lower grades is desirable. 
Tho 
subjects of history, literature, grammar, 
hygiene, civics,, homo economics, foreign 
languages and .such other subjects 'an 
may be included In the courses for these 
grades will be better taught if assigned 
to teachers who have been specially ore- 
pared to te_ach them."

home of 
her 
parents and asked that Savlelakl be not 
allowed to come to see her 


Smlclald went to the 
Byeff 
home 


early yesterday afternoon 
and 
apolo- 


gised to the mother and girl for his 
conduct on the ship, and left the Wis- 
consin-street house promising not 
to 


disturb the girl any more. Three hours 
later—at 6-20 o'clock—he returned. 


OPENS FIRE ON WOMAN. 


He found Mrs, Byeff in the 
kitchen 


of the rudely furnished home and shot 
her. 
The bullet grazed the head, cut-

Tho woman 
dropped to the floor unconscious, and 
thinking her dead the would-bo murderer 
rushed Into the family bedroom.

York city. Rev Thomas Burke, C. S P., 
and Rev. James Gillis, C. S. P., are giv- 
ing thib week to the 
Roman Catholic 


women of Oakland at St. Mary's church, 
Seventh and Jefferson streets. 


Last evening the church was crowded 
with women — ths attendance 
reaching 
almost the 1000 mark. The benediction 
seivlce last evening was conducted by 
the Re\.

The " Dangers of Life s

"Life around us in the present time, 


off eis many occasions ot sin there are 
those dangers wluch, in themselves, may 
be evil, and there are dangers which are 
evil for particular persons. Among these 
we might enumerate evil 
associations, 
bad reading, immodest conversation and 
the like. 


CONDONED BY WORLD. 


"The world has come to look upon 
practices which are reprehended by God, 
as perfectly in accord with the laws of 
nature. Some of these offenses Against 
chastity, the world easily condones. Now, 
this attitude of the world Is totally op- 
posed to the law of God and the teach- 
ings of Christ 
The word of God tells 
us that all offenses of tills nature are a 
great abomination, 
and 
a 
detestable 
crime. 
"Jesus Christ says: 'Blessed are the 
pure of heart, for they shall see God.' 
At one time in the history of mankind, 
as it is related in tha Scriptures, it 
repented God that He had made man. 
The reason for this regret was, the fact, 
that the sin of impurity had spread in 
the world to a terrible degree. The Cath- 
olic woman is one who Is possessed of 
higher principles than others.

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TAe Matter of ff/ver /mprovemenf. 


It is to be regretted that the House Committee declined to in- 


clude in the Rivers and Harbors bill an item appropriating $100 000 
for continuing improvement and toward the controlling of debns 
and floods in the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers and their trib- 
utaries, in accordance with the recommendations of the California 
Debris Commission, which have been heretofore approved by Con- 
gress and by act of the California Legislature. 
Attached to the 


item was a proviso that no part of the appropriation of WOOO 
should be expended till the State of California has deposited $200,- 
000 with the treasurer of the United States to be expended m the 
improvement jointly undertaken by the Federal government and 
the State of California. 


Senator Perkins will endeavor to have the item restored to the 


bill when it reaches the Senate, and it is to be hoped that he will 
succeed, for it is of vast importance that the work contemplated in 
the scheme of improving the rivers and controlling the flood waters 
should be inaugurated at the earliest possible moment. This scheme 
embraces a plan for improving the rivers for navigation purposes 
coatrolling the flood waters and'the reclamation of a vast area ot 
productive lands subject to overflow. All three of the purposes to 
be served are embraced in one comprehensive project, and cannot 
be separated for treatment. 


This plan of flood control is the one recommended by the Cali- 


fornia Debris Commission, afterwards approved by the War Depart- 
ment and adopted by legislative action by California at the recent 
special sess'ion, and now before Congress for action. It contemplates 
taking care of the excess waters coming into the Sacramento river 
in Hood season—about six times what the river's channel will carry 
—by conveying them, by means of by-passes, through the Sutter ana 
Yolo basins, down to tide water. It contemplates the nation pay- 
ing one-third of the expense involved and the State being responsi- 
ble for two-thirds, one-half of which portion it is planned to collect 
from the benefited property owners. The total cost to the Federal 
government will'be $11,000,000, while the State afid the benefited 
property owners will be required to furnish -$22,000,000, the entire 
sum to be expended under the direction of the engineers of the War 
Department. It is estimated that the Work of improvement will cover 


, a period of eleven years. Hence the necessity of an earl? begm- 


i m ft is extraordinary that Congress' should balk at such a small 
iftottat as the $100,000 asked lor. Land reclamation is fnefely1 inci- 
dental to the schem<5 of flood water control, which is essential to 


• keeping the river channels permanently open to navigation. These 
channels "intersect the Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys longitud- 
inally, arid-if kept open to free navigation at all seasons of the year, 
h«id in chetk freigh't charges on the railroads. 
When the flood 


waters'are'"brought under permanent and systematic control _ the 
navigation problem will be solved for all time. The lands inci- 
dentally reclaimed will pay one-third the cost of an improvement 
having the preservation of the navigable waterways of the State for 
i« primary object. 
• 


.Hydraulic mining is largely responsible for the choking up ot 


the channels of the Sacramento river and its tributaries. This 
Choking-up. has added enormously to the difficulty and expense of 
reclaiming the overflowed lands. The Federal government was re- 
sponsible for the injury, both to-the flavigable channels and the 
tule lands, to the extent that hydraulic mining was conducted on 
government lands under Federal license and could not be stopped 
by the State. Hydraulic mining has been stopped, but the injury it 
did to the streams remaihs, arid It is this injury that the plan bf im- 
provement under-contemplatioh was devised to correct. Hehce ah 
act of justice, or reparation, is involved in tfe joint project approved 
by Congress and the Legislature of California.

centering his fire on the presidential pri- 
mary issue for the sole purpose of draw-

/Emphasis was laid on the fact that 
only in a few places in the country could 
presidential primaries be held under the 
law and the best Roosevelt could hope 
for as a result of his agitation Is an 
unauthorized primary absolutely outside 
the pale of tha law.

•woman nor an old man. Give him the 
sort of religion that tits Ms nature, 
and he wil1 lespond to it tilth alacrity. 
Tb.9 boy has been usually neglected by 
the church. 
It has tried to force an 
adult religion down Into his soul, and 
he haB had no use for the adult form of 
religion. 
Therefore, he has drifted out 
of fhs Sunday school and declined to 
60 to church, and the church has grad- 
ually coma to the opinion that the boy 
constitutes Its chief 'problem.' It, how- 
ever, we take him for •nhat he Is, he 
tvlll cease to be a problem and will be- 
come an asset In a church for strong 
men. 
"A lad In my Sunday school recently

'The Christian Boy ' One of his sentences 
was to this effect.

W MEXICO, LEAVES TODAY 


To Be Used as Cruiser by ihe Govern- 


mtnt; Wrecker Departs

OF FAIR OFFICIALS 


Leaving her berth in the mud flats 


of Session's basin, which have been her 
resting place for the past two years, the 
former United States gunboat Benning- 
ton left the stream this morning in tow 
of the tug Sea Fox. 


According to rumor, the old hull has 


been purchased by the Mexican govern- 
ment and will be oserhauled and used 
as a cruiser. The Bennington is one of 
the discards of the United States gov- 
ernment, and was something of a hoo- 
doo ship when in operation 
Few sailors cared to sail on her be- 
cause of this reputation and would, if 
possible, be transferred to any 
other 
ship of war rather than to tho old Ben- 
nington, 
The gunboat 11\ ed up to her 
reputation more than once 
and while 
lying In the harbor of San Diego one of 
her boileis burst, killing fhe and serl- 
ousij wounding a score of others 
Soon after this she was taken by gov- 
ernment and sold to local junk men, her 
place being taken by a more modern 
craft. 
The junk men proceeded to re- 
move all of her old iron and brass fix- 
tures and then put her in the mud in 
Sessions basin wheie djnamlte has been 
used to blow out her Interior poitions 
The Mexican government, however, be- 
lieves the old batteied hull is still in 
condition for war and will probably usa 
her in the effoit to quiet the present 
unsettled conditions In 
that 
country. 
For the past few months it was thought 
that the old hull would be used for" a 
coal barge, but it looks as If she will 
soon gain a reputation that will be the 
envy of some of Uncle Sam's big fight- 
ers 
The Bennington. when sold by the 
goverrment brought 
520,000. It is said 
that Mexico paid almost twice this sum 
for her. 


GOES TO WRECK OF ROSECRANS. 
The Whitelaw wrecking steam schooner 
Greenwood was dispatched 
from 
this 
port late this afternoon for the scene 


of the wreck of the Associated Oil tanker 
Eosecrans. 
Yestei day's 
southeaster played havoc 
among the various craft on the bay. A 
barge belonging to the Oakland Launch 
& Tugboat Co. lying alongside the Brit- 
ish steamer Azov, 
broke her mooring 
lines and began drifting helplessly toward 
the open sea. 
She was picked up by 
one of her owner's tugs and brought Into 
the inner harbor to the Carlson shipyards 
for repairs. When picked up she was In 
a waterlogged condition and was leaking 
badl.,. 
A considerable portion of her 
lumber cargo was gone and she was list- 
ing In a dangeroufa manner. Several oth- 
er lighters and barges were set adrift 
by the storm. Practically all of the local 
launches and tugs were kept busy chas- 
ing runaway lighters and barges.

hoe Crash in Fog; Both 


Near Sinking. 


NEW YORK, March 13. — Outward 


bound with three score "passengers, the 
stoamer City of Savannah was struck late 
yesterday, near the entrance .to Ambrose 
channel by the Inbound Clyde freighter 
Navahoe. 
Both ships had a. close call 


from going to the bottom. They limped 
Into port an hour apart, each with a 
Jagged hola In its battered and dented 
bow. 
The collision was head on and accord- 
Ing to Captain T. L. Dreyer of tha City 
of Savannah and his passengers, the fault 
lay entirely with the man at the helm 
of the Navahoe. 
Feeling her way out 
to sea in the thick fog, the City of Sav- 
annah • was moving at half speed into 
Ambrosa channel, on the east side, when 
the Navahoe loomed up 
two ship's 
lengths ahead, steering a diagonal course 
as if to cut across tho seaway- It was 
then close to 5 o'clock. Captain Dreyer 
Bounded two blasts of his whistle to 
Indicate that he would continue in hi* 
^course and pass the Navahoe on the star- 
-board side. He got no response and the 
next minute the Navahoe's sharp bow

Captain's Freeman's death came after

Doe Structure Will Bt Formally Opened 


March 25 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, March 


13. — The beautiful new university 11- 
arary, built by tlio bequest of Charles 
Franklin Doe, and 
costing, 
Including 
equipment, ?S70.000, will be dedicated on 
Charter Day, Saturday, 
March 23, the 
44th anniversary of the chartering of the 
University of California by the State. 
A procession In which the alumni as- 
sembled by classes, the students, and the 
members of the faculty will march from 
the monumental steps of the new librar., 
•o the Greek theater, where at 10 o'clock 
the annual Charter Day, address will be 
delivered by Herbeit Putnam, the taimer 
.ibrarian of the Minneapolis and later of 
the Boston public library, and 
for 12 
years, past librarian of the Congressional 
ibrary In Washington, D. C. 
The United States government spends 


$600,000 per annum In support of this 
Congressional library. 
It contains two 
million volumes, and has now come to 
as one of the three greatest collections 
of books in the -florid. The Charter Day 
audience then will go in a body from the 
reek theater to the steps of the library, 
where Dr. Putnam, President Benjamin 
Ide Wheeler, Librarian 
Eowell, and a 
representative of the Doe family will 
deliver the addresses In honor of the 
dedication of the building. 
The new library Is a superb architect- 
ural monument. 
It Is built 
of white 


assembled on the seminar room shelves 
about them. This liberal provision of 
seminar looms for research work marks 
a special excellence In the building over 
any other American university library 
previously constructed. 


Among other features of the building 
are the five-story steel book stack, floor- 
ed In glass, and containing steel book 
shelves with a capacity of 300,000 vol- 
umes, a room foi maps and charts, a 
room for the archives and printed pub- 
lications of the university, a room for 
mathematical models, offices and sjtorugo 
looms for the University Press, through 
which the university prints Its series of 
university publications in zoology, bot- 
any, 
physiology, 
anthropology, 
archae- 
ology, 
economics, 
modern 
languages, 
classical philology, etc.. and a large room 
for library school purposes. 
This room 
will first be put into use for library train- 
ing courses to be offered In the six weeks' 
summer session which begins June 24. 


In the basement of this building, also. 
Is the university's selsmological labora- 
tory, where stands the apparatus which 
records all earthquake 
tremors,
